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Today, in America, we gay people are entering the second phase in the movement to secure 
our Civil ~ights, rights that must be equal to those of the heterosexual American. This second 
phase involves the revision or repeal of certain local, state, and national laws which infringe 
upon our scauiare liberties as free citizens, 

The first phase, so significant and yet so simply cet ithed: was the unanimous decision 
(in 1974) of etd Trustees of the American Psychiatric Association that homosexuality no longer 
be considered a “mental disorder”. In that single action gay people were no longer officially 
"sick" just because they happened to be homosexual. That was the first wall of ignorance to 
crumble, 

With tens of thousands of separate governments across this nation the problem of changing 
so many discriminatory laws will be infinitely more difficult than exerting the influence necess= 
ary to change one archaic medical edict. 

We in LE-HI-HO have found our efforts in this second (legal) phase markedly tied in to the © 
third, and most difficult, phase of the enlightenment of millions of minds of pudlic opinion, 

When State Senator Reibman says to us "Where are all these gay people”, what can we say to 
her ? Nothing, unless we admit that the majority of us prefer to hide behind assumed heterosexu- 
ality and not upset our lives and psyches by coming out (except at the bar, on the weekend of 
course). 

When it comes to the civil liberties of gay people, we in the state of Pennsylvania have a 
20th century Governor, and a 10th century legislature. If the various legislators of this state 
were made aware that some 5 to 10 per cent of théir constituents are homosexual men and women 
they would undoubtedly jump that necessary millenium in their thinking. 

Yes, the key to total equality is visibility, at home, with Folens, on the job, and in 
letting the law makers know how we feel about them and what we intend to do with our votes when 
election time rolls around again. Sure, its time consuming to write a letter; but are you will- 
ing to wait until the state police come pounding on your door to search for evidence because you 
are suspected of being queer ? Does that sound rather far fetched ? If you have. been watching 
‘the activities of your state legislators over the last year you would realize that this is the 
direction in which we are heading. 

If you don't know your state representative or senator, call your courthouse, cet their ad- 
dress and then write. You needn't say that you are gay just that you are against Senate Bill # 
743 which would infringe upon the civil rights of citizens of this state by barring them from 
employment in many state jobs. And, best of all, start being visible as a gay person; it is a

‘he Library Spotlight shines this month on Raymond de Becker's "The Other Face of Loves Coane eee 
“rom the French L'Erotisme d'ten Face). This book is basically a survey:of homosexnality through the 
17eS, with sociological, anthropological and cultural reflections. The author's attitude toward 
romosexuality is remarkably modern, with minor exceptions undoubtedly due to the book having been 
written over a decade ago, Rather than the chapters on Greece and Rome, which treat fairly fami- 
liar material, it is the ones on homosexuality in the cultures of Mesopotamia, Egypt, Palestine, 
the Moslem Rast, India, the Far East and Pre-Colombian America that are particularly fascinating. 
“iterary excerpts and photographs of art objects with explicitly homosexual themes from these an- 
sient cultures are illuminating. Christianity is treated in rather a novel way in the chapter"The 
Latent Homosexual Structure of C) ristianity” and is followed for contrast by a detailing of the 
nedieval church's attack on homosexuality. The tracing of homosexuality in society is continued 
to modern times, Chapters concerning the attitudes of science and the law are also tacxed on, 
seeming out of place in the general scheme of the book, specified by one of the section headings, 
"The Universality of a Historical Fact". While outdated, they are still somewhat interesting. Con 
clusions reached in the final chapter exhibit some uncertainties which again reveal the book's age 
but most are solid and forerunners of g2y-liberation thinking. Far from being. dry, the book is 
very readable and not at ‘all. poses ic’, with profuse illustrations a ‘bonus, Rick Balmer, Librarian
